Messrs. Editors —.Allliougli reluctant to 
communicate any thing whicli may inrrca.se 
the present alarm, I deem it proper to fiii- 
nish you with the following facts, as the pub¬ 
licity ofthem may be ofadvanlage. Through 
onu who travelled direct from liiirliiiglun 
Vermont, I received a verbal message froni 
Dr. Moody, an intelligent physician of that 
place, infariiiing me that four fatal cases of 
Asiatic Cholera had occurred in (lint village 
Some of the circumsitanccs attending them 
were highly important. The first case oc 
curred in an inleniperatc emigrant. Some 
ofqlie straw on which this man lay was Ihiown 
out of a window, (befurc the ch.sracter of the 
disease was known) and a small child, who 
sat and played upon it, was, a few hours af¬ 
ter, seized with the disease and died. The 
next victim was a woman, not an emigrant 
who nursed tho two former. These facts 
ogether with the mode of its introduction in 
to Canada, certainly warrant ns in acting up 
on the presumption that the diseass is eonia 
gioiu.

We have deiivcd great commercial advaiita 
ges and suffered no inj-try from following the 
iliclatei of common sense, iiiitramiiielled by 
Ihe example of other cities in reference to (hat 
fatal disease, and it becomes iii to lake Ihe 
same independent attitude in the present ex 
igeiicy. We should act u|ion (hs authority 
of reasuii and facts, and not upon prenunplioiis. 

It may be asked whether it is not most safe 
to act upon the presuiiiplion that Cholera is a 
contagious disease, although (he great mass 
ol'lesliiiiuny is in favor uf the contrary opin¬ 
ion? 

To Ibis question I answer without hesita 
(ion (bat it is not, and I shall be sustained in 
this opinion by all who calmly consider (be 
subject. 

In the first place, we are admonished hy all 
previous experience, that all the means irbieh 
can possibly be contriveil to prevent, the introY 
duction of (he Cholera are vain and futile. Ir 
Eufop:, (he best devised plans of prevention 
aided by Ihe utmost siretcfi of arbitrary pow 
er, have uniformly failed. Town* guarded 
by standing armies forbidding all access to 
persons coming from infected districts, have 
been subjected to the disease, while places 
wholly unguarded have entirely escaped.— 

What then can we promise ourselves from a- 
ny efforts to prevent its introduction? Se¬ 
condly, To act on (h* presumption of conta 
gion^ ivc must shut our port against all vessels 
coming from suspected districts, and froiti 
all places trading with sus|>ccted districts, as 
articles may be shipped from such porta, 
which have come from infected places. This 
would at present include almost all the ports 
ill Europe and Canada, and if Ihe Vermont 
cases be admitted, it will soon include all New 
England. The whole of our valuable com 
inerce with Europe, with the Eastern States 
uf the Union, and with Canada, is thus cut off' 
at a single blow. But this is not all. All pM- 
sen'gers arriving by land as well as water, from 
infecleil districts; roust be prohibtted'frotn en¬ 
tering our city, as contagious diseases' can be 
conmiiinicatcd by clothing as welt as persons.

LAWS OF THE UNI TED STATES, 
Pasted at the First Session of the 22d Congress 

[Public No. GO.j • 

AN ACT to Bulhorize the inhabitants of the 

Slate of Louisiana to enter Ihe back lands. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives oj the United Slates of America 
in Congress assembled. That every person, 
who, ^either by virtue of a French or Spanish 
granO recognised by the laws of Ihe United 
Slates, or under a claim confirmed hy the com¬ 
missioners appointed for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining the rights of persons claiming lands in 
the Slate of Lotiisiana, or by virtue of any ti¬ 
tle derived from the United States, own* a 
tract of land bordering on any river, creek, 
bayou, or water course, in the said territory, 
and not exceeding in depth forty arpens, 
French measure, shall he entitled to a prefer¬ 
ence in hccoming- the purchaser of any vacant 
tract of land adjacent to, and back of,his own 
tract, not exceeding forty arpens, French mea¬ 
sure, in depth, nor in quantity of land, that 
which is contained in his own tract, at the 
same price, and on the same terms and condi¬ 
tions, as are, or may be, provided by law for 
the other public lands in the said Slate. And 
tbe Surveyor General for the Slate of Louisi¬ 
ana, shall he, and he is hereby, authorized, to 
cause to be surveyed Ihe tracts claimed hy 
virtue of Ihis section; and, in all cases where, 
by reason of bends in the river, lake, creek, 
bayou.or water course, bordering on the tract, 
and of adjacent claims of a similar nature, 
each claimant cannot obtain a tract equal in 
in quantity to tlio adjacent tract already 
owned hy him, to divide the vacant land ap¬ 
plicable lo that object between Ihc several 
claimants, in such manner as lo hiqp will ap¬ 
pear moat equitable: Provided however. That 
Ihe right of pre-emption granted by this sec¬ 
tion, shall not extend so far in depth as to in¬ 
clude land fit for cultivation, bordering on 
another river, creek, bayou, or water course, 
And every person entitled to the benefit of Ibis 
section, ihall, within three years after ihe data 
of this act, deliver to the register of the pro¬ 
per land office, a notice in writing, stating Ihe 
situation and extent of the tract of land he 
wishes to purchase; anil shall also make the 
payment and payments for Hil same at the 
time and times which are or may be prescrib¬ 
ed hy law for Ihc disposal of the other public 
lands in the said State, Ihc time of his deliver¬ 
ing the notice aforesaid being considered as 
Ihc date of the purchase: Provided also. That 
ali notices of cisims shall ho entered, and Ihe 
money paid thereon, at least three weeks be¬ 
fore such period as may he designated hy Ihe 
President of Ihe United Stales, for Ihe public 
tale of the land in Ihe township in which such 
claims may ho situated, and all claims not 
to entered thall be liable to ho sold at other 
public lands. Whenever it shall ha necessa¬ 
ry to re-survey the public lands, in order to 
enable persons entitled to avail themselves of 
(he provisions of this act, the expenses ofsucli 
rasurvey shall be paid hy Ihe person or per¬ 
sons, who shall enter the lands so re-surrey- 
ed under this act, al the lime he or they shall 
pay Ihe price of such lands to the Receiver of 
.Public Money. And if any such person thall 
fail In deliver such notice within the said pe¬ 
riod of three years or to make such payment 
or paymonia at the time above mentioned, his 
right of'pro emption shall cease and become 
void; and tbe land may thereafter be purchas¬ 
ed by any other person, in the same manner, 
and on the same terms, ns are, or may he pro¬ 
vided by law for the sale of other public lands 
in the said Slate.

LAWS OF THE UNtTED STATES, 
Poised at the First Session of the 22(1 Congress 

[Pdblic No. do.] • 

AN ACT to authorize the inhabitants of the 
Slate of Louisiana to enter the back lands. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representalitcs oj the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That every person, 
Avho, either by virtue of a French or Spanish 
granh recognised by the laws of the United 
Slates, or under a claim confirmed by the com¬ 
missioners appointed for the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining the rights of persons claiming lands in 
the Slate of Louisiana, or by virtue of any ti¬ 
tle derived from the United Stales, owns a 
tract of land bordering on any river, creek, 
bayou, or water course, in the said territory, 
and not exceeding in depth forty arpens, 
French measure, shall be entitled to a prefer¬ 
ence in becoming the purchaser of any vacant 
tract of land adjacent to, and back of,his own 
tract, not exceeding forty arpens, French mea¬ 
sure, in depth, nor in quantity of land, that 
which is contained in bis own tract, at the 
same price, and on the same terms and condi¬ 
tions, as are, or may be, provided by law for 
the other public lands in the said Stale. And 
the Surveyor General for the Slate of Louisi¬ 
ana, ahall ho, and he is hereby, authorized, to 
cause to be surveyed the tracts claimed by 
virtue of this section; and, in all cases where, 
by reason of bends in the river, lake, creek, 
bayou,or water course, bordering on the tract, 
and of adjacent claims of a similar nature, 
each claimant cannot obtain a tract equal in 
in quantity to the adjacent tract already 
owned by him, to divide the vacant land ap¬ 
plicable to that object between the several 
claimants, in such manner as to hiip will ap¬ 
pear most equitable: Provided houeeer, That 
the right of pre-emption granted by this sec¬ 
tion, shall not extend so far in deptli as to in¬ 
clude land fit for cultivation, bordering on 
another river, creak, bayou, or water course. 
And every person entitled to the benefit of this 
section, shall, within three years after the data 
of this act, deliver to the register of the pro¬ 
per land otfice, a notice in writing, slating the 
situation and extent of the tract of land he 
wishes to purchase; and shall also make the 
payment and payments for the same at the 
time and times which are or may bo prescrib¬ 
ed by law for the disposal of the other public 
lands in the saiii State, the time of his deliver¬ 
ing the notice aforesaid being considere'l as 
the date of the purchase; IVoeided olto. That 
all notices of claims ahall bo entered, and the 
money paid thereon, at least three weeks be¬ 
fore such period as may he designated by the 
President of the United States, for the public 
sale of the land in the township in which such 
claims may bo situated, and all claims not 
so entered shall be liable to be sold as other 
public lands. Whenever it ahall be necessa¬ 
ry to re-survey the public lands, in order to 
enable persons entitled to avail themselves of 
the provisions of this act, the expenses of such 
resurvey shall be paid by the person or per¬ 
sons, who shall enter the lands so re-survey¬ 
ed under this act, at the lime he or they shall 
pay the price of such lands to the Receiver of 
.Public Money. And if any such person shall 
fail to deliver such notice within the said pe¬ 
riod of three years or to make such payment 
or payments at the time above mentioned, his 
rigid of pro emption shall cease and become 
void; and the land may thereafter be purchas¬ 
ed by any other person, in the same manner, 
and on the same terms, as are, or may be pro¬ 
vided by law fur the sale of other public lands 
in the said State.

CHILDREN IN BRITISH FACTORIES 

In England, thousands of parents arc oblig¬ 
ed to send their children to work in factories. 

If (hey refuse to do so, they arc refused all 
relief out of the poor rales. ^ The children 
thus employed are denied those advantages 
which the brutes of the field enjoy. 

A member ol (he 1 louse of Conunons, during 
a late discussian upon (he “Regulation Bill of 
Factories," slated, tliat it rarely happened (hat 
any of the persons brought up in factories lived 
beyond (be age of forty; and the csnsequcnce 
is, that the manufacturing districts are filled 
with orphans. The labor of children, even of 
the weaker sex, had been so oppressive, that 
adults must sink under its inhuman pressure. 
The hours of labor from time to time increas¬ 
ed, until now; no constitution, however ro¬ 
bust, could withstand its exhaustion. The 
mortality among children so employed, is 
much greater than the mortality among any 
other classes ofchildrrn. The average lon¬ 
gevity in a worsted mill, employing four hun- 
dreil females, does not exceed 13 years! At 
a factory in Wales, the children are employ¬ 
ed from six in the morning to seven in the e- 
vening, and every other night are obliged to 
work all night. For the night work (hey re 
ceive five pence. The children are allowed 
scarcely sutlicient time for eating (heir meals. 
A surgeon, who travelled through the manu 
facturing districts, found at Manchester, out 
of one hundred and sixty seven children at 
work in a factory, forty-seven who were 
deformed or mutilated in coiiiequence of in¬ 
cessant labor. If (he children are found idle 
during hours of labor, (hey are chastised— 
whipped with a thick double strap, made of

AN ACT establishing land districts 
Territory ofAikinsas. 

Be it enneteii by the Sennte atul House of 
Repretentaiivet of the United Staid of America 
in Congrett attembled, That there shall be 
four land districts in the Territory of Arkan¬ 
sas, to be called as follows, viE: the Arkansas 
land district, the While Hirer land district, 
the Red River land district, and the Fayells- 
ville land district; and each of the aforesaid 
land districts shall be bounded as follows, to 
wit: the Arkansas land district shall include 
all the country embraced within the following 
boundaries: beginning on the west bank of 
the Mississippi river, at the mouth of the St. 
Francis river, and running thence due west 
with the base line to the northeast corner of 
range six, township one north, and south of 
said base line; thence, due north with the di¬ 
viding line between ranges live and six, to the 
northeast corner of township seven, north of 
said base line; thence, due west with the divi¬ 
ding line between townships seven and eight 
to the northwest corner of range seventeen; 
and thence due south with the dividing line 
between ranges seventeen and eighteen, to the 
Mississippi river. The White river district 
shall include all the country south of Missouri 
which is not included in the Arkansas land dis¬ 
trict above described, and east of the dividing 
line between ranges seventeen and eighteen 
os extended from the northwest corner of the 
said Arkansas land district, to the State of 
Missouri. The Red river land district shall 
include all the country in Arkansas lying west 
of the Arkansas land district, and south of the 
base line. The Fayetteville landalistrict shall 
include the residue of the Territory of Arkan¬ 
sas, being all the country lying north of the 
Red river district, and west of the Arkansas 
and White river districts. 

8bo. 9. ,/fnd be RAMber tnmelml. That th* 
land office for the Arkansan land district shall 
be at Little Rock; the lanrl office for the White 
river district shall be at Batesville; the land 
office for the Red river district shall be at the 
town of Washington; and the land office for 
the Fayetteville disUiot shall be at Fayette¬ 
ville. 

Sec. 3. jJnd be it further enacted. That 
it shall be the duty of the Secretarv of the 
Treasury, as soon as the same can be done, 
to cause the proper plats of the surveys to be 
deposited in the proper land offices. 

Sec. 4 . Jnd be it further enacted. That for 
each of the said districts created by this act, 
a Register and Receiver of public moneys shall 
bo appointed, who shall give securilv in the 
same manner, and whose duties and authori¬ 
ties shall, in every respect, be the same, in re¬ 
lation to the lands which shall be disposed of 
at their offices, as are by law provided in re¬ 
lation to the Registers and Receivers of pub¬ 
lic moneys in the several offices established 
for the sale of the public lands.

Be it enaeled by the Senate and Hoiue 
Repretenlalices of the United States of .dmeri- 
CO in Congrett attembled. That the Pitm- 
dent of the United States be, and he is here 
by, required to cause to be selected such ofj 
the lots and buildings in the city of St. Au¬ 
gustine and of Pensacola, as may in his opin¬ 
ion be needed for public purposes; which, 
when so selected, shall be kept lor the use of 
the United States; and when the selection shall 
have been made of such lots or buildings, it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of thcTren- 
suiy to cause to be surveyed all the public and 
private lots and commons in and about the 
said cities: one copy of which survey shall be 
lodged in the land offices in which the respec¬ 
tive places are situated, and the other copy 
delivered to the city authorities, to be there 
kept and preserved as other records pertaining 
to the corporations of said cities. 

Sec. 2 . ,dnd be it further enaeled. That the 
lots, buildings, and commons, not so set apart 
or needed for public purposes, shall at such 
time, and in such proportions or sizes, as may 
be deemed most advisable and conducive to 
the interest of the United SUtci and the said 
be toM at puDIic auction as other public 
lands, and the money arising from the sales 
paid jnto the Treasury of the United .States: 
Provided, That nothing herein shall be so 
construed as to authorize the sale of any lot 
or parts of lots, or other grounds which have 
been by the laws of Spain or the United States 
vested in the corporations of said towns, or 
which have been set apart for churches or bu 
rying grounds by the laws aforesaid, or by any 
ordinance of the corporate autboriUes of the 
said cities. 

Sec. 3. ,dnd be it further enaeled. That 
the title to the lot of ground in St. Augustine, 
known as the Old or Burnt Hospital lot, with 
all its appurtenances, bo, and the same is here¬ 
by, vested in the mayor of St. Augustine, and 
his successor for ever, in trust, for the purpose 
of erecting thereon, liy the local authorities 
of St. Augustine, buildings necessary for the 
education of free while children of both sexes 
See. 4. .And be it further enacted. That the 
President shall cause the buildings which may 
be telecicil for public purposes under this act, 
to bo refitted and repaired fit for use, and the 
better to preserve them from ruin and dilapi¬ 
dation, for which purpose, the sum of five 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

Sec. 5. .And be it further enaetcL That 
tho President of the United Stales iPliereby 
authorized to dispose of such part of the mili¬ 
tary reservation in the city of Detroit, and 
upon the river Rouge, in the Territory of 
Michigan, as in his opinion may not be want¬ 
ed for the public service, and to vest the pre 
ceeds in the purchase or erection of a Store 
House and Wharf in the said city of Detroit 
and in the erection of an Arsenal in the vicin 
ily thereof, either upon the public lands, or 
upon a site to be procured for that purpose.

Be it enaeled by the Senate and Hmiteqf Re 
prettnlalivet of the United Stales of ,Amertea in 
Congrett attembled, That in all cases where 
provision had been made by law, for the five 
yeara' hall pay to widows and children of offi¬ 
cers, seamen, and marines, who were killed 
in battle, or who died io the naval service of 
the United States: and, also, in all cases where 
provision has been made for extending the 
term for five years, in addition to any term of 
five years, the said proviaion shall be, and Is 
hereby, further extended for an additional 
term of five years ao far aa respecta widows 
only; to commence at the end of the current 
or fast ezpir^ term of five years io each case, 
respectively; which pension shall be paid out 
of the fund heretofore provided by law.

7b thi Mayor and Board qf Health — 

In compliance with your desire to be iufor 
med on toe subject of Cholera Morbus, which 
has been devastating a considerable porlion 
of Europe for some lime past; and which coo- 
linuea to approach nearer to this continent, 
in its course westward and northerly, I avail 
myself of the opportunity thus atforded of 
communicating,for the use of our city author¬ 
ities, a few of the more important facta which 
have come to my knowledge, during my trav¬ 
els in Europe, and since my return home. 

Prior to the literary asMmbly at Hamburg 
tSSO, cholera had extended over a consid¬ 
erable portion of the Southern parts of Russia, 
and although there was no one present, so far as 
I knew, who had actually treated the dis¬ 
ease, yet there were publications at this 
time on the subject; and, some of the Medical 
men, at the convention, several of whom were 
conversant with the disease. About this time 
Doctors Gerson and Julius of Hamburg, pub¬ 
lished, in their Journal, a General Russian Re¬ 
port, in which were developed such facts as led 
me, at this early period of the disease, to come 
to the conclusion, that the Cholera is not con¬ 
tagious. A detail of these facts would occupy 
too much space for this communication. 

From the period alluded to, my medical 
friends in Germany hare continued to keep 
me informed on this subject. These publica¬ 
tions from Germany, together with some e- 
laborato, and able reports collected in Edin¬ 
burgh, and published in the Medical Journal, 
conducted by the distinguished Professor Dun¬ 
can, have enabled me to advocate the opinion 
of the non-contagious nature of the disease, 
from timo to time, io the Medical Journal, 
which 1 have been conducting in this city for 
the last two years. 

Within the last few days, I have received 
an interesting publication made at Hamburg, 
by roy friend and correspondent Doct. Fricke, 
of Hamburg; and, also the Eldinburg Medical 
and Surgical Journal for October last. Aa 
these publications may be viewed as a sort of 
digest of what has been ascertained to be the 
character of Cholera, I deem it auflicient on 
the present occasion, to notice some of the 
more impoitant facts connected with the his¬ 
tory and character of the disease; and brielly 
to notice the very interesting letter of Doctor 
Chervin of France, to Doctor Pascalis of New 
York. 

Doctor Fricke has forwarded a pamphlet 
entitled, “A narr«tive reapecting the out- 
breaking of the Asiatic Cholera at Hamburg, 
by J. C. O. Fricke, M. D.« 

Our aulhor informs us in bis preface, that 
the unprejudiced and cool observer hid rea 
son to believe, for several inonthi prior to iU 
appearance, that the cholera would visit 
Usmburg, since the prevailing diaeases, and 
other circumstances, for some time presented 
appearances indicating that disease; and from 
these circumstances it was Ip be presumed, 
that the cholera would visit Hamburg, as it 
had other cities afier such premooitary tigni, 


and that, therefore, it wgs not likely that any 
thing in the form of cordons or quarantine, 
would-prevent its occurrence in that city; and 
in another part of his publication he tells us 
that there had been a gradual increase of 
mortality, for some years previous to the ap¬ 
pearance of cholera in Hamburg. 

In answer to the momentous question, how 
and in what manner cholera made iia appear 
ance, he answers—that (his question it in 
part answered, by (he fact of the existence of 
those promonitory signs alreaiJy noticed, and 
that it is only necessary further, to given can¬ 
did and true account of the occurrences, in 
tlieir details, to show that it was not by con¬ 
tagious contact, or any blher modeofintro- 
^cing contagion, that the disease spread.— 

To point out those details is the design of the 
publicution which he oBera. 

Doctor Fricke bns appended to his pam¬ 
phlet a ground plot of the city of Hamburg, 
and gives Ibe location of three hundred and 
eight cases of cholera, in the month of Octo¬ 
ber, 1831; by which it appears that the dis¬ 
ease, within that month, existed in nearly ooe 
hundred dilTcrent streets, courts or walks; a 
fact altogether irreconcilable to the belief 
that the disease could have spread to such an 
extent by contagion, in to short a lime, noU 
withstanding that two hospitals were immedi¬ 
ately opened, and palienta lent there at toon 
as they were known to be aOected with chole¬ 
ra; nor did hospital attendants or phyt(ciaiis 
suffer from the disease. 

The three hundred and eight cases mm 
tioned, include 217 men, 78 women, and IS 
children. What contagious disease it it we 
msy ask that passes over women and children 
and affecla (he men? -It ii in vain that we 
might say, the men are most exposed, for, ad¬ 
mit this, and it follows, (hat if the men were 
first infected they must of necessity infect 
those around them. 

The first cate of this disease occunred on 
the 5ih of October, and the last day moled 
Ihfcre were six deaths, and still but lew wo¬ 
men, and still fewer children suffered. Of 
those who fell victims to this disease, there 
were 60 labourers, fourteen beggars, six fer¬ 
rymen, five house servants, two coal measu¬ 
rers, four grain carriers, two coal carriers, 
eight coopers, three hirelings, four lailorSi 
twenty three seamen, eig;ht soldiers, six lock¬ 
smiths, six shoemakers, four joiners, six tap¬ 
sters, (wo carpenters, three sugar, refiners, 
six laboring women, four hired- girls, one 
bawd, three fish women, nine washerwomen 
four tavern girls, and others of different occu¬ 
pations not noticed. 

By this list which is corroborated by all of 
the Russian reports, it appears (hat the dis¬ 
ease has been confined pretty much to the 
working classes of people and most of these 
either intemperate or tubject to low living— 

A fact (his which cannot be recencileable ta 
the known lawi of contagion—we daily aee 
small pox extending alike to the rich and the 
poor, the beggar and the king! and why not 
if contagious? 

Of (he cases of^eslhs reported there were 
persons under ten years, thirteen; (Vom 10 to 
iiO, thirteen persons; twenty I 9 thirty, 49 per¬ 
sons; ttiirty to forty, 73 petaons; forty to fifty, 
85 persons; fifty to sixty, 50 persons; ovtr six- 

adulU. 

We are informed by our author (hat about 
twenty disseelions were made, by (he physi¬ 
cians of Hamburg, end that there were pre¬ 
sent at one of these dissections twenty physi¬ 
cians, 19 at another, and fourteen at a Uiird; 
and all this with impunity. Many of these 
dissections are exceedingly interesting to the 
physician, but do not require any further no¬ 
tice here. 

The Medical and Surgical Journal con¬ 
ducted by Doct. Duncan of that city, for Oc¬ 
tober 1631, contains an interesting paper from 
Doctor Gibb.s, first surgeon of the naval hos¬ 
pital, at St. Petersburg. This writer tells us, 
that "Ibe aged and infirm, ami those of bro 
ken constitutions, especially the ill-fed, and 
habitual drunkards are the victims.'’ He tells 
us that the "heat has been grest," and "the 
trees are miioh blighted; and it is remarkable 
that tinee that period that nlmott all have earn- 
plained of a lendtney to diarrhea, in tome pro- 
Jim. Nearly all of Ibo cases of cholera msy 
bo traced to eating Qatulent, and crude vege¬ 
tables, as cucumbers, melons, radishes, &c- of 
which Ibe Russians are so fond; ilie use of ar¬ 
dent spirits, and afterwarils drinking iced wa¬ 
ter, 01 ^ qiiats, their common bevurage, well 
iced, and this too duriug a state of perspira¬ 
tion." 

Dr. Gibbs continues to say (hat "many bo¬ 
dies have been opened—the medical men,and 
those eoncerned about the sick, have not been 
affected, and of (bis 1 know msny instances in 
private houses; and I have every reason with 
other medical men of my scqusintance, to 
conclude (hat it is sn epidemic not contagi¬ 
ous." He tells us of a roan in the hospital, 
affected with a sore leg, who was overtaken 
with cholera, and died of the disease, and, yet, 
no qne in the hospital was affected hy him, oor 
was the man exposed to the contagion. "I 
should add, that not only those concerned 
about the liclc, as paren<s, nurses, and ao 
forth, are not affected, but no more danger ari- 
ses/rom opening tiu bodiee of thoet dead if tho- 
tens (at see have it) than under ordinary etreum- 
ttaneet." We are told "the disease nnerally 
increases for a month or six weeks," and 
seems to decline for want of predisposing cau¬ 
ses, such as the poor and unwholesome living 
of the lower orders of (he Russian people.— 
This is never the case with small pox. 

It is not a little curious (bat Dr. Gibbs, af¬ 
ter affording us (he foregoing information, 
shall nevertnelesa tell us that, "(luarantine, I 
think, should be maintained; and we ean do 
no harm by acting as if the disease were real 
ally contagious.” We shall not stop to com 
ment upon this opinion, that quarantine and 
cordons can do no harm; the review of Ibe 
work which we are now about to notice, affordt 
a more correct view of this matter; as will 
presently appear. 

We have, in the journal of Doctor Duncan, 
the following work notieed under Ibe head of 
Critical .AsstUytit: —A treatise on cholera by 
Geo. Bell Hamilton. On Ibe same diseBse by 
Bisset Hawkins—and papers relating to ehol- 
era now prevailing in the North of Europe, 
printed by authority of the Lords of his Ma¬ 
jesty's most honorable Privy Council. 

It is not our inteniion to go into an eznmi- 
nation of the merits of these works; wo mcro- 
ly notice them with a view of giving consis¬ 
tency to our quotations, from the Edin^rgli 
Journal. After adverting to its progress 
throughout a large porlion of Russia, its spread 
over Poland, its approach to Vienna, and to 
several places on the Baltic, we are told by 
the reviewer, that “in spile of qstarantine rs- 
gulaliont, and sanatory lines of troops, it has

Iw lollowing is extracted from (he reports 
of doetor Antommarehi, Surgeon General of 
the Military Hospitals in Poland:—“I have 
had necaskin to see and recognixe myself this 
dilcMC, (Cholera,) (e study it in all its forms, 
and to ulltfy myself that it was not eonla- 
gioefc The numerous reports which have 
been transmitted to me daily, by a very great 
nutnlwr of ^^sieians, assistants, attendants, 
&e. tie. lumaNnlly confirm my assertion." 

''E^pmasmita made upon man and animals 
prove this fact most eonelusivaly. Infaelsev- 
eraljRysMisns,BiiMogolbcn, hart inoeulated 
with.tM blood, tho mocus of the intestines, 
the matier eiectad from Ibe arm and mouth.” 
In Ore, as a last example that this disease is 
not eeotogiotts in any ease, the ordinary phv- 
sictam, the assistants, the nurses, persons trho

Dr. Chervin goes 00 to give the experience 
of ether highly respectable physieians, who, 
after.nmple opportunity for obrervation, have 
eome to the eonclusion (hat the cholera is not 
eontogious; and wa are loM bv Doetor L« FSv- 
re.llmtmany places around St. Petersburg 
where no cordons ware Published escaped, 
while in others, strictly guarded, Ibe disease 
readily found its way. 

"You will find," aeys Doctor Chervin, "in 
the nnmberofthe Freneh Lancet sent you, ex¬ 
tracts from some letters ftom another medical 
commssaion of Russia, whieh prove that the 
eommlsaiooere are not at all favoraMe to the 


(cresting subject, it only remains to submit for 
yoor consideration, whether it will be proper 
in compliance witir popular excitement, and in 
compliance with IheregulalioniofifmSofour 
sister cities, thst vessels sod cargoes shall 
be subjected to quarantine, as strictly and ef- 
factuariy as though you were contagonists.-^ 
Should you deem it necessary from prudentisl 
motives to enforce quarantine restrictions, 1 
am confident they will be faithfully carried 
into efleet, till thq public may have had full 
opportunity of being satisfied, (hat no advan¬ 
tage can result from striving, against that for 
which no huoMn foresight, nor human power, 
can makt any provision. For myself, I am 
far from wishing to throw any obstacles in the 
way of public opinion, but I have long since 
been taught to believe, that "to strive to aup- 
|>orl an error is to strive to become more igno¬ 
rant." I shall not fail to give that share of at¬ 
tention to this momentous subject, which its 
importance demands.

danger.” Doctor Chervin rery judiciously 
remorkf with msny others, that our attention 
should be directed to (be avoidance of the ex¬ 
isting eauses of (he disease, all of which may 
be sumed up in a few words—live temperately 
in respect to every thing connected with our 
bodily or mental operations. 

The Edingburgb reviewer, adverting to the 
report of the "London Board,” offers the fal¬ 
lowing interesting eonelusion. “I'he last part 
of the Report of the London Board to which 
we shall advert, is the coneliiding sentence, 
where, after stating the preliminary measures 
to be adopted in any district of (he country in 
whieh the iliwoso may appear; it ia added, 
that in the event of to great a calamity tolling 
upon this country as the introduction of this 
disease, rules and remilalions upon an exten¬ 
sive scale, suited to tne rigid lyslem of quar¬ 
antine which such an event would demand 
will be immediately circulated by the Lords 
of his majrety's most honorable Privy Coun 
eil, who will, on Ibe aarliest information of 
the axistenco of tha disease, send down a me 
dicial praetilioner, who has been acquainted 
with tM diseaao at it oeeurred in Ibt Indiei. 

"On this remark wa have one or two re 
marka to make. Tha London Board, if the 
above intimation means any thing at all, ap¬ 
pears to contemplate Ibe rigorous enforce¬ 
ment of quarantine by sanitary cordons when¬ 
ever (he diseese eppears in Britain. In refer¬ 
ence to (his proposition, we beg leave to sug¬ 
gest the following queries, which wo sbkll be 
happy to find satistoelorily answered. In Ibe 
first place, what subatantial benefit has been 
derived frem the rigorous quarantine and san¬ 
atory eordont eslabtisbed on the eontinent?— 
Hava they appeared to moderate, for it is 
plain th^ hem ssot pressented the prorrtti rfthe 
Epidamie in any single instimee? Have they 
attained any object worth the immense ex¬ 
pense and most serious interruption of trade, 
commerce, and general intereoorse which 
they necessarily iavolve? Secondly, granting 
(he system or quarantine and eoHons has 
proved beneimal on the Continent of Europe, 
what ehanee is there of such a sjrslem being 
faithfully and affcctoally enforced in this lend 
of liberty. If (he eoromanil of her almost un¬ 
limited roilito^ force has proved insuffieienlin 
despotic Russian, nnd in Austria, and Prussia, 
wbM Oavermnents are scarecly less strong 
banded, ie It possible to institute an internal 
quarantine of (bn alighteat value, in a country 
where the whole disposable troops amount to 
a few (housaDd, and the police, even if its an- 
iberit^ ware sufBeiant (which assuredly it is 
not,}ie barely extensive enotmh for the or 
dingry purpoaea of munieipal Odverament. 

1 have been led to believe that the foregoing 
facta and observations go to prove aatiifaetoiv 
ly, firil, that Cholera, as it now prevails in 
£ur<m, is not n eonlagioua diacnae and can¬ 
not therefore be enrriea from one place to an¬ 
other. Like eeverel other Epidemics it msy 
be amid to walk in profound daricneta. 

Saeondly, If it be eoolegious, nothing in Ibe 
form of quarantine oreordonienn be adopted, 
in (hie country, with any reasonable hope 
of keeping off Um dUeaae, since the utmost 
vigileaco in this respeet, for nearly throe years 
ie Europe, has never been known to retard 
the disense in the slightest degree.

Haring eofidenlly expreistd niy belief in 
(be contagiousness ofSpssmoilio Cholera, and 
believing that such an opinion will soon be¬ 
come more general than it now is, I am anx¬ 
ious to dispossess the public mind of the idea 
that on that account, (lie disease is to be re¬ 
garded at at all more formidable, or tpirifie, 
than ii regarded as walking altogether in 
darknets. 'i'he following propositions qnoled 
from R. Orton, Eiq. Surgeon to 11. B. M.'s 
(birty-fourth raiment, will txpreia perspicu¬ 
ously the o|^ions of the eontagionists, to of¬ 
ten misunmrslood or misrepresented. Mr. 
Orton's work has been pronounced, even by 
non eontagionists, to be the roost cocoj^rAe 
and satisfactory which has yet been furnished 
oa Ibis wide spreading pestilence. He spent 
many years in India, and witnessed its pro¬ 
gress from one region to another. At first ha 
ardently opposed Ibe doetrina to contagion, 
but at len^h was compelled, by aecumulsting 
facta to aMndon his ground.

It op> 
peart by recent reports that cvai^ phytteiaii 
in Montreal has conlraeted Ibo ditoOM. Dr. 
Bronson, an intalligcnt phytieiaf dopotod by 
the City ol Albany to viiU Mootrool nod (|aa.

(be mind of the distinguished author were the 
following: The disease held its fearful msreh 
along the great highways of coromunieslion 
The Bengal report states that a detachment of 
the aitnr, having the disease among them 
marched through a perfectly healthy country 
and after six days gained a camp in health.— 
"On tbe arrival of the party it decidedly broke 
out and prevailed some lime in camp, before 
it reaehM the inhabitants of the place. The 
tehole tnedieal staff of list /ores expressed their 
eonvielim that it had actually been eotsveutd to 
them by the party."

ImU Io "modify and continue'’ (bo act 
cuiiiUd "an act to incorporate the subscribers 
of the Bank of the United Stales,’’ was pre- 
aentodto roe on Ihe 4(li of July instant, 'liav- 
luft cousnlered it with that solemn regard to 
the principles ol the Constitution which Ihe 
clay eras calculated to inspire, nnd come to Ihe 
ronchuiop that it ought not to become a law, 
'I'her^srilK return it to tho Senate in which it 
originated, nrh roy objections. 

A Bank et (he United Stairs is, in many 
rrs|iects, convenient for the Uovcrninent nnd 
useful to (ue |>«o|do. F.iitcrtjining tliis opin 
iitu, aoil deejiiy ini|>rcsseil with (lie belief that 
some of the puwers and privileges possessed 
by the existing U mk arc unauthorized by Ihe 
Uonstilution, subversive of the rights of the 
Slates, and dangerous to the liberties of the 
people, I felt it my duty, at an early period ol 
roy administration, to call the attention of 
Coogresa to (he practicability of org iiiizing an 
institution combiuing all its advantages and 
obviating these objection.^. I sinverely regret 
that, in the act before me, I can perceive none 
of those moditicaliuns.of the Uank charter 
yvhich are nvce*sary, in iny opinion, to make 
it compatible wfiih justice, with sound policy, 
•r with the Uonstilution of our country. 

'I'he present corporate body, denominated 
the President, Directors and Company of the 
Bank of the U. (states, will have existed, at 
the lime (hit act is intended to take cHecI, 
twenty years. It enjoys an exclusive privil- 
ego of b.tnking under the authority of the 
4seneral Guvernmeut, a monopoly of its favor 
and support, and,as a necessary consequence, 
almost a monopoly of the foreign and domes¬ 
tic exchange. The powers,' privileges and 
favors bestowed upon it, in Ihe original char¬ 
ter, by increasing Ihe value of (he stuck far 
above its par value, operated as a gratuity of 
many millions tu the ktuckhuldors. ' 

An apology may be found fur (he failure to 
guard against (Ins result, in the consideration 
that (he ctfcct of (ho uriginsl act of incor 
poration could not be ccriainly foreseen at 
tile liino of its passage, 'i'he act before me 
proposes another gratuity to thchhlders of the 
same stock, and iii many esses, to the same 
men, of at least seven millions more. This

The undersigned, a cominilee of physicians 
attached to the Board of Health of Detroit, 
having inquired into (he circumstances at¬ 
tending the tiro cases of cholera on board (he 
steamboat Henry Clay, repmt that the first 
ease occurred in a mail of very intemperate 
habits, who had been iodisposod for several 
days, and during tliecxireme heat yesterday, 
drank immoderately of whiskey and ate vora¬ 
ciously, was attacked d iring the night with 
spasms and died in about niiie^hours after the 
attack. 

The other cases commenced since the death 
of the first and is less violent in degree, and it 
is hoped the patients may recover. Those 
facts nre stated in this form that the fuars of 
our citizens may not be uifnecesssrily excited 
fear having been ascertained to be one of tho, 
moat powerful predisposing causes of tlie dit-' 
ease. The inhabitants may rrly upon the 
earliest and most autlicniic information,should 
any tliing-occur to require (ho issuing of an 
other bulletin. Tho troops, among whom the 
disease has occiiried are from the seaboard, 
and not from a district of country where a sin 
gle caso of epidemic cholera lisa appeared, 
and are crowded on board of a steamboat.to 
the number of about 400.

Mr. Editor, 

Having aliTRj'S regarded Legislative bodies 
as being so intimately connected with, their 
constituents, I have never been scratinous to 
examine Iheir proceedings; coiisequenlly have 
seldom had (he mortification to see in the re¬ 
cord of (heir proceedings any very extensive 
usuijiation of delegated power. I think, nev¬ 
ertheless, you will admit, before 1 am done 
(hat I have now seen a very gross abuse of 
(hat pow-er. 

Yes sir, contrary to (he will of the people of 
Denton, wc arc under a strange yoke; subject 
to a power heretofore nnknown to us, and ndw 
only known by us to he served. We, sir, are 
at this time under Ibe controiil of a board of 
Commissioners—(wo of whom live out in (lie 
country—and two of w hom were unsuccessful 
candidates for that olfico when the election 
rested (us it now sliuuld) with the People! 
Yes sir, tho late Legislature have passed 
law making us the subjects of foreigners and 
enemies; (as it werej lor whnt is a man living 
four miles in Ibe cuunlrj-, but a foreigner?— 
and wbat is a man (bat the people would not 
elect, forced upon us by a superior power of 
opposition, but an enemy? Well then, our 
Delegates in (lie assembly, have, contrary to 
tho voice of the people, nut us in bondage un¬ 
to a foreign and inimical power—from which 
w-c have no appeal!
